-2012-01-01 00:00:00 - The NOAA Office for Coastal Management (OCM) downloads
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a data table from the National Climatic Data Center's IBTrACS site. That data table

is scanned and the locations, storm intensities, classification, central pressures, etc.
are ingested into a data base. Storm tracks are constructed from the storm

locations by drawing straight lines, known as segments, between successive
locations. Storm segments are given the attributes of the initial location. A similar
process is followed for data from the HURDAT data base (http://www.aoml.noaa.gov/
hrd/hurdat/index.html), which covers the most recent hurricane season. Database
queries are submitted by the user through a map interface. Data matching the
query are represented as line segments on the map and are color-coded by storm
intensity.
